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Clifford  E.  Young  was  set  apart  as  an 
Assistant  to  the  Council  cf  the  Twelve  Apostles 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  on  May  21,  1941.  He  is  a  prominent 
Utah  business  and  civic  leader. 

Elder  Young  was  born  December  7,  1883, 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  the  son  of  Seymour 
B.  Young  and  Elizabeth  Riter  Young,  early 
Utah  picneers.  Following  graduation  from 
the  University  of  Utah  in  1905,  he  was  called 
as  a  missionary  for  the  Church  to  Great 
Britain.  He  served  in  England  until  1906  when 
he  was  called  to  the  Swiss-German  mission  of 
the  Church.  He  laboured  in  this  mission  until 
1908. 

Upon  his  return  from  Europe,  he  entered 
business  in  American  Fork,  Utah,  and  from 
1911  to  1913  served  as  manager  of  a  farm 
machinery  company.  In  1913  he  was  named 
cashier  of  the  Peoples  State  Bank  of  American 
Fork,  and  he  filled  this  position  until  1943 
when  he  was  made  president  of  the  bank,  a 
position  which  he  occupies  at  the  present  time. 

For  some  years  he  served  as  a  member  of 
the  City  Council  of  American  Fork,  Utah,  and 
from  1929  until  1934  was  a  member  of  the 
Utah  State  Senate. 

He  worked  in  lccal  capacities  in  the  Church 
until  1928  when  he  was  named  president  of 
the  Alpine  Stake  of  the  Church  which  position 
he  held  until  called  to  the  position  he  holds 
at  the  present  time. 

He  is  married  and  is  the  father  cf  four  living 
children.

CHALLENGE 


By  Clifford  E.  Young 


I  approach  this  task,  my  brothers  and  sisters, 
with  a  good  deal  of  misgiving,  and  I  trust  1 
may  have  an  interest  in  your  faith  and  prayers 
the  few  minutes  that  I  occupy.  It  seems  to 
me  we  have  had  thus  far  an  unusual  out- 
pouring of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  counsel  and 
advice  that  we  have  received  and  the  funda- 
mental teachings  that  have  been  given  certainly 
should  give  us  cause  for  serious  reflection,  and 
we  should  go  to  our  homes  encouraged  in  the 
thought  that  we  are  engaged  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord. 

Some  time  ago  I  was  reading  of  the  laying 
of  the  cable  from  England  to  India,  which,  it 
is  said  cost  so  much  effort  and  sacrifice  and 
heartache  because  of  the  encountering  of  so 
many  obstacles  and  difficulties  incident  to  the 
frequent  breaking  of  the  cable.  Finally  it  was 
completed  and  to  commemorate  this  great 
achievement  a  celebration  was  held  in  London. 
John  Ruskin  was  asked  to  speak,  and  in  the 
course  of  his  remarks  he  is  said  to  have  made 
this  striking  observation : 

"I  am  not  concerned  about  the  mechanics 
of  this  which  we  are  here  celebrating;  the  all- 
important  thing  is  the  message  that  will  be 
transmitted  over  this  cable." 

As  I  thought  of  that  and  applied  it  to  the 
stirring  messages  we  have  thus  far  received  in 
this  conference,  the  message  of  eternal  truth, 
I  thought  that  after  all  it  is  the  message  that 
is  giving  this  work  its  great  vitality. 

Since  our  last  conference  it  has  been  my 
great  privilege  to  visit  and  tour  two  of  our 
missions.  This  has  brought  me  in  close  con- 
tact, not  only  with  the  mission  presidents  but 
with  the  missionaries  themselves,  and  I  have 
been  tremendously  impressed  with  the 
integrity  of  our  missionary  service,  with  the 
young  boys  and  girls  who  are  called  to  this 
activity  of  the  Church.  I  thought,  where  could 
one  find  its  equal?  Here  we  have  a  cross 
section  of  our  youth,  boys  and  girls  who  are 
not  called  because  of  their  scholastic  training; 
they  have  not  been  trained  in  the  refinement 
of  the  ministry,  nor  have  they  had  seminary 
training,  as  this  is  understood  outside  of  our 
Church.     They  are  called  from  the  farms,  the

workshops,  and  from  the  schools;  called  to  a 
service  which  is  quite  new  to  them,  yet  they 
enter  into  this  new  work  with  a  spirit  and 
energy  which  is  most  impressive  and  inspiring. 

Back  of  all  this,  I  repeat,  is  not  their  train- 
ing but  the  great  message  of  eternal  truth 
which  they  have  to  give  to  the  world.  If  one 
needed  additional  evidence  of  the  ultimate 
destiny  of  this  work,  he  need  but  reflect  on  the 
great  missionary  system  of  the  Church  to 
which  President  Smith  has  referred,  and  the 
splendid  work  being  done  by  these  missiona- 
ries. Few  there  are  that  fail,  very  few  indeed. 
Most  of  them  make  good,  and  they  come 
through  with  an  abiding  testimony  of  the 
divine  mission  of  the  Prophet  Joseph,  the 
divine  mission  of  Jesus,  our  Saviour,  that  he 
is  the  Christ,  that  God  lives  and  hears  and 
answers  our  prayers.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
heartening  experiences  of  one's  life  to  sit  in 
a  testimony  meeting  of  these  missionaries  and 
feel  the  intensity  of  their  spirit  and  faith,  and 
their  devotion  to  this  work.  It  is  the  testimony 
we  feel,  these  unseen  things,  these  hidden 
assets,  if  we  may  so  call  them,  that  give  such 
force  to  this  work. 

Then  too,  I  want  to  pay  my  humble  tribute 
to  these  mission  presidents  and  their  wives. 
They,  too,  are  called  from  all  walks  of  life. 
They  are  asked  to  give  up  their  vocations, 
many  of  them  of  a  lucrative  nature,  and  yet 
they  never  waver;  nor  do  their  wives.  It  is 
not  an  easy  task  to  break  those  home  ties  that 
have  been  established  perhaps  for  a  quarter  of 
a  century  or  more  and  to  leave  home  to  go 
into  the  mission  field  to  devote  three  or  four 
years  of  one's  time  and  service  to  this  great 
work.  Yet  these  men  and  women  do  just  that, 
and  it  is  certainly  gratifying  to  note  the  lovely 
spirit  they  have,  the  interest  they  take  in  your 
boys   and   girls,   the   personal   interviews  they 
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have  with  them,  the  help  the\  give  then 
Some  o\'  the  boys  and  girls  come  poorly  pre- 
pared for  missionary  service,  and  yet  througl 
the  kindness  and  generosity  of  these  splendid 
men  and  women  they  are  brought  into  line 
not  in  unkindness,  but  in  the  spirit  of  love 
and  sympathy  and  understanding,  and  they  are 
ihus  able  to  adjust  themselves,  and  they  conic 
through  successfully.  One  young  man  that  I 
bave  m  mind,  a  man  who  comes  from  an  ex 
cellent  family,  and  thousands  of  them  arc  so 
situated,  a  boy  who  gives  real  promise  to  his 
parents,  had  been  in  the  mission  field  for 
twenty-three  months.  The  school  year  was 
beginning.  He  had  the  opportunity  to  go  to 
college,  and  when  his  mission  president 
approached  him  to  see  if  it  would  be  helpful 
to  him.  knowing  of  his  ambition  to  go  to 
schorl,  if  he  were  released  in  the  twenty-three 
menths  so  that  he  could  enter  college,  the  boy 
replied,  "No,  I  want  to  finish  out  my  mission. 
That's  the  important  thing  to  me."  It  is  a 
lovely  spirit,  and  this  is  reflected,  my  brethren 
and  sisters,  by  these  missionaries,  these  boys 
and  girls  of  ycurs,  and  you  may  be  proud  of 
and  grateful  to  the  Lord,  for  them. 

Now,  there  is  another  phase  that  has  been 
touched  on  in  this  conference  that  I  would 
like  to  speak  about  for  a  few  minutes  that  in- 
volves, too.  our  young  people.  1  had  the  prm 
lege  of  attending  a  sacrament  meeting  in  this 
city  during  the  summer  vacation.  To  attend 
this  meeting  I  came  up  from  my  home  in  Utah 
County  with  my  daughter,  and  as  we  were 
riding  along  Sunday  afternoon  we  passed  a 
ball  park.  Two  games  were  being  played, 
one  in  one  end  and  the  other  in  the  other  end 
oi  the  park,  and  there  were  hundreds  of  people 
there  and  a  large  number  of  boys  and  girls 
witnessing  these  games.  My  daughter  re- 
marked: "Dad,  just  what  harm  is  there  to 
these  boys  and  girls  in  watching  this  sport' 
Isn't  there  a  rather  wholesome  influence  about 
it'  They're  doing  no  harm  here  Sunda\ 
afternoon;  aren't  they  better  here  than  they 
would  be  some  other  places?"  I  was  rather 
challenged.  These  questions  are  always  a 
challenge.  1  didn't  say  anything.  We  rode 
along.  We  had  a  lovely  meeting.  The  spirit 
of  it  was  so  impressive;  it  was  reflected  in  the 
music,  the  administering  of  the  sacrament  .is 
it  should  be,  and  in  very  deed  we  were  made 
to  feel  that  we  were  remembering  the  Lord, 
that  we  were  renewing  our  covenants,  taking 
upon  ourselves  again  his  holy  name,  being 
made  to  feel  that  he  is  near,  and  when  the 
meeting  was  over,  we  felt  that  we  wanted  to 
keep  his  commandments.

An  Orchid  was  presented  to  the  South 
African  Mission  and  also  four  stakes  in  "The 
Instructor  Reporter"  for  the  highest  percen- 
tage increase  in  Instructor  subscriptions  during 
the  month  of  April.  We  are  proud  to  pass  this 
honorary  mention  on  to  ycu  with  our  thanks 
for  your  diligent  efforts  to  support  us  in  our 
recent  Instructor  campaign. 

As  you  know  during  the  months  of  October, 
November  and  December  we  were  engaged  ;n 
an  intensive  campaign  to  place  THE  IN- 
STRUCTOR in  the  hands  of  every  Sunday 
School  officer  and  teacher  in  the  South  African 
Mission.  Our  efforts  were  greatly  rewarded  for 
within  three  months  our  standing  among  the 
other  missions  of  the  Church  increased  from 
20th  place  to  10th  place.  During  the  following 
months  our  number  of  subscriptions  continued 
to  increase  until  at  present  we  are  6th  place 
with  80%  of  our  officers  and  teachers  sub- 
scribing to  the  Instructor.  If  we  continue  in 
our  efforts  to  avail  ourselves  of  this  "indispen- 
sable teaching  tool"  our  goal  of  100%  will 
soon  be  reached. 

Along  with  the  Sunday  School  workers 
another  Orchid  should  be  given  to  the  faithful 
M.I. A.  leaders  in  South  Africa.  They,  too, 
received  a  note  of  Congratulation  and  are 
deserving  of  an  Orchid.  This  congratulatory 
message  was  written  in  The  M.I. A.  Stake 
Leader,  a  Church  bulletin  issued  by  the 
General  Boards  of  M.I. A.  for  Stake  and 
Mission  Leaders.  South  Africa  was  one  of 
four  foreign  missions  mentioned  for  out- 
standing M.I. A.  reports.  At  the  time  of  that 
writing  all  but  one  of  our  branches  with  an 
M.I. A.  organizaton  were  reporting.  In  the 
two  months  since,  all  have  reported.  We  wish 
especially  to  commend  you  for  attainng  100% 
of  the  M.I.A.'s  reporting  and  encourage  you 
to  continue  this  good  work  in  the  future. 

A  general  improvement  and  growth  in  the 
Auxiliares  of  the  Mission  is  evident  as  shown 
by  the  reports  and  records  we  are  receiving, 
but  even  more  important  by  the  love  and  unity 
expressed  among  the  officers  and  teachers. 
This  unity  cannot  be  ovir-emphasized.  As 
stated  by  President  McKay :  "In  branches  and 
wards,  there  is  no  virtue  more  conducive  to 
progress  and  spirituality  than  the  presence  of 


this  principle — unity  .  .  .  The  Church  is  little, 
if  at  all,  injured  by  persecution  and  calumnies 
frcm  ignorant,  misinformed,  or  malicious  ene- 
mies :  a  greater  hindrance  to  its  progress  comes 
from  faultfinders,  shirkers,  commandment 
breakers,  and  apostate  cliques  within  its  own 
ecclesiastical  and  quorum  groups." 

Greater  unity  was  the  appeal  of  our  Lord 
in  His  intercessory  prayer  when  he  prayed, 
"That  they  all  may  be  one;  as  thou.  Father, 
art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be 
one  in  us:  that  the  world  may  believe  that 
thou  hast  sent  me."  (John  17  :  21.)  Let  us 
keep  this  prayer  in  mind  not  only  as  we  work 
together  within  the  Auxiliares  but  also  as  we 
work  one  Auxiliary  with  another. 

This  unity  is  more  easily  accomplished  if 
each  officer  and  teacher  knows  and  accepts 
his  individual  responsibilities.  Periodical  re- 
view of  both  the  Sunday  School  Handbook 
and  M.I. A.  Executive  Manuals  is  suggested.  It 
is  particularly  recommended  that  the  M.I. A. 
Officers  and  Teachers  frequently  review  their 
Executive  Manuals.  Organized  individual 
study,  with  a  short  review  presented  at  the 
Monthly  Officers'  and  Teachers'  Meeting,  has 
been  found  to  be  very  effective.  As  each 
officer  and  teacher  increases  in  understanding 
of  his  responsibilities  and  his  relationship  •  to 
the  complete  organization,  greater  unity,  effi- 
ciency and   enthusiasm   will  develop. 

May  the  Saviour's  prayer  for  unity  be 
realized  in  our  hemes,  cur  branches,  and 
throughout  this  Mission.

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Priesthood  and  Its  Responsibilities 

(A  Message  from  the  Eiders'  Quorum) 


The  definition  of  Priesthood  has  been  stated 
and  re-stated  again  and  again,  and  should  be 
well  known  to  all  who  have  been  ordained, 
irrespective  to  what  office.  Sometimes  repeti- 
tion tends  to  make  things,  most  dear  to  us, 
somewhat  commonplace,  and  thereby  detracts 
from  their  importance  and  meaning.  Never- 
theless, somethings  bear  repeating  to  the  extent 
of  increasing  their  real  value,  and  the  PRIEST- 
HOOD AND  ITS  RESPONSIBILITIES  falls 
into  this  category.  We  can  all  recall  to  mind 
something  that  has  lost  some  of  its  meaning 
because  it  has  become  habit,  and  this  danger 
becomes  apparent  in  some  of  our  church 
duties.  Conversely  by  doing  something  over 
and  over  again,  it  becomes  easier  to  accom- 
plish, not  that  the  nature  of  the  thing  changes, 
but  rather  because  our  ability  to  do,  increases. 

Let  us  as  members  of  the  Quorum  search- 
ingly  ask  ourselves,  "Do  our  lives  measure  up 
to  the  Standards  of  Authority  bestowed  upon 
us  as  representatives  of  God  here  upon  the 
earth?"  Our  responsibility  is  to  keep  faith- 
fully the  trust  that  has  been  imposed  in  us  to 
watch  over  His  vineyard.  The  mere  fact  of 
being  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  will  not 
guarantee  any  soul  the  Celestial  Glory.  Let  us 
recall  the  slothful  watchmen  in  the  Parable  of 
the  Vineyard  in  Doctrine  and  Covenants 
101 :  44-54,  who  spent  their  time  in  discussing 
the  Whys  and  Wherefores,  instead  of  being 
obedient  to  instructions  and  obeying  com- 
mandments, thereby  magnifying  their  callings. 

Members  of  the  Church  for  one  reason  or 
another  stray  away  from  the  fold,  and  per- 
haps, because  of  our  neglect  or  indifference 
become  lost.  Someone  may  be  wandering  to- 
day because  of  an  idle  word  or  careless  remark 
by  a  Priesthood  holder.  We  cannot  continually 
mark  time  as  members  of  the  Quorum  of 
Elders,  and  not  be  anxiously  engaged  in  the 
Good  Cause,  without  suffering  the  loss  cf 
Spirituality  and  the  eventual  loss  of  the  sweet 
spirit  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  Authority  to  act 
in  His  name. 

If  fully  awakened  to  the  requirements  and 
responsibility  placed  on  us,  we  as  members 
of  the  Quorum,  working  in  harmony  and 
purpose,  would  be  a  powerful  influence  for 
good  in  this  country.  Such  an  influence  would 
be  of  great  worth  in  assisting  in  the  building 


up  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  here  upon  the 
earth.  The  spiritual  condition  of  man  is  deter- 
mined by  the  degree  to  which  he  honours  the 
Priesthood,  and  the  prosperity  and  advance- 
ment cf  the  Church  is  measured  in  terms  of 
the  activities  of  its  Priesthood  bearers. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Revelation  on 
Priesthood  received  by  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  and  recorded  in  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  107:  99-100,  we  read:  "Wherefore 
now  let  every  man  learn  his  duty,  and  to  act 
in  the  office  in  which  he  is  appointed,  in  all 
diligence.  He  that  is  slothful  shall  not  be 
counted  worthy  to  stand,  and  he  that  learns 
not  his  duty  and  shows  himself  not  approved 
shall  not  be  worthy  to  stand.  Even  So.  Amen. " 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  once  said :  "In 
all  your  sufferings,  trials,  and  tribulations  be 
careful  you  do  not  betray  your  God — your 
Priesthood." 

Brethren  take  courage  from  the  admoni- 
tion contained  in  the  15th  to  18th  verses  of 
Section  27   in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants.

I  guess  all  the  enthusiasm  and  righteous 
desires  I  had,  ceased  when  the  missionaries 
included  tobacco  as  one  of  the  prohibitions  of 
this  law  of  health.

During 
a  time  when  one  of  my  children  was  seriously 
ill,  I  had  made  a  promise  with  God  that  if  He 
would  heal  her  I  would  quit  smoking.  I  wasn't 
able  to  keep  that  promise  and  a  few  days 
after  when  I  was  cleaning  my  house  I  picked 
up  my  daughter's  Bible.  The  pages  fell  open 
to  the  book  of  Ecclesiastes,  chapter  5.  As 
though  there  were  only  two  verses  written  on 
that  page  my  eyes  were  directed  to  verses  four 
and  five :  "When  thou  vowest  a  vow  unto  God,

I26*h   Annual  Conference  of  the  Church   in 

the  Tabernacle  on  Temple  Square. 


My  brothers  and  sisters,  it  is  with  deep 
humility  that  I  rise  this  morning  to  say  some- 
thing to  you.  As  always  I  trust  that  you  will 
add  your  prayers  to  mine  that  what  I  say  mav 
be  of  some  value  to  us.  Without  the  help  of 
the  Lord  we  stand  as  but  weak  mortals,  nof 
able  to  do  too  much  to  the  advancement  ol 
His  Cause. 

I  would  like  to  begin  by  expressing  m> 
gratitude  to  our  Heavenh  lather  for  the 
devotion,  the  loyality.  and  the  great  service  of 
thousands  o(  our  Latter-day  Saints.  There  is 
no  sacrifice  which  they  will  not  make.  The\ 
stand  as  ready  to  do  the  bidding  of  the  Spirit 
as  manifested  through  the  Presiding  Authori- 
ties of  the  Church  as  did  the  early  Saints  even 
in  the  time  of  the  Saviour  and  thereafter  and 
the  early  Saints  in  the  beginning  and  the 
opening  of  this  Last  Dispensation  of  the 
Fullness  of  Times.  I  am  grateful  to  you  for 
that.  I  appreciate  that  without  that  loyalty 
and  that  devotion  the  work  of  the  Lord  would 
drag  and  we  should  not  do  the  things  that  he 
desires  that  we  should  do.  Thank  you  for  your 
devotion,  your  loyalty,  your  service 

It  is  a  trite  expression  that  we  live  in  an 
oi  materialism,  a  materialism  which  has  en- 
throned worldly  things  and  in  a  materialism 
that  has  cast  a  shadow  even  over  our  spiritu- 
ality. As  I  see  it,  one  of  the  great  reasons  for 
this  is  the  shadow  which  we  have  cast  ova 
Jesus  as  the  Christ,  Even  some  of  our  giv.u 
sectarian  churches,  like  ourselves,  sons  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  are  forsaking  him.  The 
making  of  him.  as  I  have  often  said,  a  great 
teacher,  a  great  philosopher,  a  great  character, 
where  they  do  not  question  that,  but  the\  den\ 
to  him  that  he  was  and  is  the  Christ

()l  all  ol  the  innumerable  testimonies  re- 
garding his  personality,  l  should  like  to 
your  attention  onlj  to  two  or  three  The  first 
is  the  great  prayer  which  he  offered  on  the 
night  before  his  crucifixion,  after  thev  had 
left  the  chamber  and  gone  out  to  the  Mount 
of  Olives,  that  great  pravcr  "And  this  is  life 
eternal,  that  they  might  know  thee  the  only 
true  Ciod.  and  Jesus  (  hrist  whom  thou  hast 
sent.'*  And  the  testimony  of  Peter  before  the 
Sanhedrin.  when  challenged  as  to  the  name  h\ 
which  he  had  performed  the  miracle  at  the 
Gate  Beautiful  o(  the  Temple,  he  replied  :  "bv 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth  u>i 

there  is  none  other   name   under   heaven   gi\cn 
among    men.    wherehv     we    must    be     saved 
(Acts  4:  10-12.) 

And    that   tastimonv    embodied   in    that    | 
declaration    i  I"   the    Father    himself    to    V 
because   it   is  the  epitome,  the  summary  of  the 
Gospel  ci  Jesus  (  hrist ;      "For  behold,  this  is 
my  work  and  my  glory — to  bring  to  pass  the 
immortality  and  eternal  life  of  man.*' 

There  has  been  an  apostasy  from  that 
knowledge  of  the  Christ.  You  know,  the  more 
I  contemplate  the  life  Ol  the  S.iviour.  the  more 
1  am  impressed,  the  more  I  come  to  value  his 
lowliness,  born  in  the  home  of  a  lowl. 
carpenter,  not  in  the  halls  of  the  great,  not 
in  the  palaces  of  national  rulers,  but  with  roval 
blood  in  his  mortal  veins  I  am  impressed 
with  the  observation  which  he  made  to  I  man 
who  came  seeking  to  follow  him.  to  go  with 
him.  and  he  said  to  the  man.  The  to\cs  have 
holes,  and  the  birds  of  the  air  have  nests;  but 
the    Son    of    man    hath    not    where    to    lay    his 

head."   (Matl   B    20  I 
He    u.is    indifferent,    so    indifferent    to   the 

worldlv  things  His  mind  was  fixed  quite 
otherwise  I  he  verv  temptation  that  tame  to 
him  from  Satan,  when  s.itan  >Mfcrcd  him  all 
the  kingdoms  of  the  world  if  he  would  n  ( 
boa  down  and  worship  him.  offered  him  all 
the  powei  that  could  be  bestowed  through 
human  hands:  but  he  cast  that  aside. 
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I  recall  how  after  he  fed  the  multitude  ol 
five  thousand,  they  would  have  taken  him 
and  made  him  king,  but  he  thrust  that  aside 
also.  Worldly  power  had  no  allurement. 
Worldly  power  was  not  for  him. 
What  Is  Truth? 

I  recall  that  as  he  stood  before  Pilate,  Pilate'.- 
first  question  was  political.  "Art  thou  the 
King  cf  the  Jews?"  And  finally  he  said  to 
Pilate,  who  six  times  tried  to  get  the  Jews  to 
release  Jesus — he  finally  said  to  Pilate,  "My 
kingdom  is  net  cf  this  world,"  and  that  his 
mission  was  to  establish  truth.  He  that  poor, 
perplexed  Pilate  queried,  "What  is  truth?" 

I  have  in  mind  the  things  which  he  did,  the 
miracles  which  he  performed.  There  were 
only  three  occasions,  I  believe,  when  he  under- 
took specifically  to  provide  food  for  the  multi- 
tudes cr  for  anyone.  The  first  was  the  feeding 
cf  the  five  thousand  on  the  Mount,  the  second 
was  the  feeding  cf  the  four  thousand  on  the 
plain,  and  the  third  was  that  beautiful  incident 
on  the  Lake  of  Galilee  after  he  was  resur- 
rected, when  as  the  fishermen,  the  Apostles 
who  had  turned  again  to  fishing,  drew  near  the 
shore  their  nets  empty,  he,  the  resurrected 
Christ,  stood  on  the  shore  with  coals  of  fire 
and  fish  and  bread  prepared  for  eating. 

I  recall  but  one  instance  where  in  fact  he 
furnished  money,  and  I  am  not  sure  of  another 
incident  somewhat  similar  to  it.  I  refer  to  the 
time  when  he  lacked  money  for  taxes  and  he 
sent  Peter  down  to  secure  it  from  the  mouth 
of  a  fish.  He  was  not  providing  money  to 
those  with  whom  he  worked.  The  other  inci- 
dent where  money  was  involved  directly  for 
him,  was  when  he  was  asked  if  taxes  should  be 
paid  to  Caesar  and  he,  taking  a  coin  and  show- 
ing the  image  thereon,  said,  "Render  therefore 
unto  Caesar  the  things  which  are  Caesar's;  and 
unto  God  the  things  that  are  God's." 

Obey   The   Commandments 

As  to  wealth :  you  will  remember  how  the 
rich  young  ruler  came  to  him  and  asked  what 
he  should  do.  The  Saviour  told  him 
to  live  the  commandments.  And  then 
he  said,  "Master,  all  these  have  I  observed 
from  my  youth."  Then  said  the  Master,  "Sell 
that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor  .  .  .  and 
follow  me."  And  the  rich  young  man  turned 
away.  He  wanted  all  cf  the  spiritual  blessings 
which  Gcd  could  bestow,  but  at  the  same  time 
he  wanted  to  retain  his  wealth. 

John's  disciples  came  questioning.  "Now 
when  John  had  heard  in  the  prison  the  works 
of  Christ,  he.  sent  two  of  his  disciples, 

"And  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  he  that  should 
come,  or  do  we  lock  for  another?' 


"Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Go 
and  shew  Jchn  again  those  things  which  ye  do 
hear  and  see : 

The  blind  receive  their  sight,  and  the  lame 
walk,  the  lepers-  are  cleansed,  and  the  deaf 
hear,  the  dead  are  raised  up,  and  the  poor  have 
the  gospel  preached  to  them."  (Matt.  1 1  : 2-6.) 
That  is  the  wcrk  of  the  Saviour. 

On  another  occasion  he  said  unto  another, 
"Follow  me,"  but  the  other  said,  "Lord,  suffer 
me  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father."  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  "Let  the  dead  bury  their  dead:  but 
gc  thcu  and  preach  the  kingdom  of  God." 
(Luke  9:60.) 

"And  another  also  said.  Lord,  I  will  follow 
thee;  but  let  me  first  go  bid  them  farewell, 
which  are  at  home  at  my  house. 

"And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  No  man,  having 
put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  and  looking  back, 
is  fit  fcr  the  kingdom  of  God."  (Luke  9: 
60-62.) 

'Come   Unto   Me' 

Much  more  along  this  line  might  be  said, 
but  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  his  formula, 
the  principle  which  guided  him,  and  how 
beautiful  it  is  and  how  it  lets  all  of  us  who 
are  poor  come  to  him  and  how  it  promises  to 
us  his  spirit.  He  said  in  the  closing  of  the 
incident  that  was  connected  with  the  coming 
cf  the  disciples,  "Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that 
labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give 
ycu  rest."     (Matt.   11 :  28.) 

I  thank  the  Relief  Society  for  their  song. 

"Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of 
me;  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart:  and 
ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls. 

"For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is 
light."     (Matt.  11:29-30.) 

His  Gospel  can  be  lived,  can  be  enjoyed  by 
the  poorest  of  us,  the  poorest  of  us  may  enjoy 
the  blessings  of  the  Gospel,  the  blessings  of  the 
Priesthood  which  accompany  it.  We  need 
neither  worldly  position  nor  wealth  in  order  to 
enjoy  all  that  he  has  to  give.  His  is  the  sal- 
vation and  exaltation  if  we  follow  him,  of  all 
of  us.  There  is  nothing  requiring  more  than 
a  broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit,  and  all 
that  flews  therefrom. 

May  the  Lord  give  us  the  power  so  to  live 
that  we  may  have  the  blessings  which  he  has 
promised,  may  he  give  us,  to  each  of  us,  the 
broken  heart  and  the  contrite  spirit,  may  we 
turn  to  Jesus  the  Christ,  the  Author  of  our 
salvation,  cur  Elder  Brother,  may  we  worship 
him  in  spirit,  and  in  truth,  may  we  approach 
our  Heavenly  Father  through  him,  that  his 
blessings  may  be  ours,  I  humbly  pray,  in  the 
name  of  Jesus.
